FARMER IS VICTORIOUS, 


After an absence of four hours yes- 
terday afternoon the jury in the case 
of Neis vs. The Port Huron Co., an 
action for recovery of damages for 
breach of warranty, which has occu- 
pied the attentioh of the Supreme 
Court for the last four days, brought 
in a verdict for the plaintiff. 

The circumstances of the case were 
as follows 

Neis, a farmer, who has resided in 
the neighborhood of Lamerton during 
the past twenty years, purchased in 
August, 1906, from Chapin & Co., of 
Calgary, agents for the Canadian Port 
Huron Implement Co., a thirty-two 
horse power traction engine and a 
large 40 by 60 separator with various 
attachments, at an approximate cost 
of $6,000. The company appointed 
him their local agent and in consider- 
ation gave him a rebate of twenty-two 
per cent, reducing the price to $4,600, 
represented by a number of promis- 


sory notes extending over a long 
period. 

In 1908 the company sued Neis for 
the price of the machinery and re- 


covered payment. 

Neis, in this action, sued for $6,000 
for breach of warranty, alleging seri 
ous defects in the engine and in the 
separator, He claimed that the separ- 
ater did not properly separate the 
grain from the chaff and also alleged 
a number of defects of various kinds 
in the engine. 

The company denied mast of these 
claims, and asserted that in any event 
he entered into an agreement with the 
company in which all the warranties 
made by the company are set out in 


the form of agreement which ne 
signed. 
In charging the jury Justice Scott 


characterized the terms of the agree- 
ment to which the subseription of the 
plaintiff was required by the defend- 
ent company as harsh and unreason- 
able. 

The jury placed the loss suffered by 
the plaintiff at $2,400, and in addition 
found that the machine was practic- 
ally worthless, and that, therefore, the 
plaintiff? shoyld recover the cost, 
amounting to $4,600,

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ALBERTA APPEALS IN 
THE SUPREME COURT 


The Action to Recover Damages for 
Death of Mr. Dinwoodie of Fort 


Saskatchewan—The Ryley Hotet 

Case Appeal. 

Ottawa, Oct. 26.—In the supreme 
court today the appeal of Beck vs. 
the Canadian Northern Railway Co. 
was heard, 

The action was to recover dam- 
ages for the death of a man named 
Dinwoodie, alleged to have resulted 


from negligence by the company. 

In April, 1906, while the company's 
bridge across the Saskatchewn, near 
Fort Saskatchewan, Alta., was im- 
passable for their trains, a mixed 
train was backed down from Edmon- 
ton to the bridge, and the cars were 
left standing on it to wait for the 
up-train on the other side of the 
river, 

When 


confiecting train arrived 
transferred by 
walking on planks laid on the bridge, 
but Dinwoodie was left alone in 
ear in a drunken sleep, and was miss- 
ing when the company’s employees 
returned from transferring the rest 
of the passengers, 

The body was found floating in the 
river three weeks later with the head 
severely bruised, and it was suggested 
that he left the train in a drunken 
stupor and fell through the bridge, 
90 feet high, and lost his life in con- 
sequence of the company’s failure to 
take proper care of intoxicated pas- 
sengers, as in law it was their duty 
to do so. At the trial the judge re- 
fused to send the case to a jury, and 
entered a non-suit. Judgment was 
reserved. 

The Ryley Hotel Case, 

In the supreme court, in the case 
of Winsett vs. Ryley Hotel Co., re 
liquor license, Chrysler, K.C., moved 
for leave to appeal from the judg- 
ment of the supreme court of Alberta, 
The case did not arise in a court of 
superior jurisdiction, but it is con- 
tended that the matter in controversy 
is a judicial proceeding under the Al- 


the 


berta Liquor License Act, respecting 
which an appeal is allowed to the 
supreme court of that province. The 


judges in the court below are equally 
divided in opinion as to whether cer- 
tain requirements of section 37 of the 
Liquor License Act are conditions pre- 
cedent to the issue of licenses in 
matters left in discretion of license 
commissioners, and therefore on an 
appeal the supreme court of Canada 
would be called upon to decide the 


true construction of that section In 
the License Act.

AT WORK IN ONTARIO 


Sensational Evidence at Trial of Ttal- 
jan at Bracebridge—Threats of 
Death and Torture Made—Judge 
Ordered Indictments Against Al- 
leged Black Hand Agents. 


Bracebridge, Ont., Oct. 26—Joseph 
Pisani an Italian, was acquitted of the 
charge of murdering a fellow country- 
man named Domincelli here yesterday 
after the prisoner had told the jury a 
story of a Black Hand attempt to ex- 
tort money and of threats to kill him, 
that was more or less corroborated in 
it: details by several witnesses. 

The judge ordered an_ indictment 
against alleged Black Hand agents, 
and the case was brought before the 
grand jury and a true bill returned. 

As Piluchi was found guilty on a 
charge of shooting and Angelo Piluchi 
was not in the country when the 
threats were made, the case was pro- 
ceeded with against James Hill alone, 
but the jury acquitted him, much to 
the court's surprise. 

Piluchi was sentenced to ten 
for shooting at Pisani with intent. At 
the trial of Piluchi the most sensa- 
ticnal part of the evidence was that 
of 8am Bonatizzi, who, when he came 
to give evidence, gesticulated wildly 
and demanded protection
